An additional licence must be obtained before either a heavy 
goods vehicle or a public service vehicle may be driven. No 
person under 2] may drive a heavy goods vehicle, except 
persons of 17 and over who may drive certain small articulated 
vehicles.

‘Vehicle with automatic transmission’ means a vehicle in which 
the driver is not provided with any means whereby he may, 
independently of the use of the accelerator or the brakes, vary 
gradually the proportion of the power being produced by the 
engine which is transmitted to the road wheels of the vehicle. 


‘Moped’ means a motor cycle with an engine of cylinder 
capacity not exceeding fifty cubic centimetres, being a cycle 
equipped with pedals by means of which it is capable of being 
propelled. 


When driving a vehicle in group P, PR or PS the conditions 
attached to a provisional licence summarised on Page 10 and 
the restrictions in Notes 5 and 6 below must be observed. 


Restrictions on driving Motor Cycles 


Except as provided in note 6 below, and regardless of age, a 


provisional licence does not authorise the holder to drive a . 


motor cycle with an engine capacity exceeding 250 cc; not being 
a vehicle having three wheels, until the holder has passed the 
prescribed test. 


The foregoing restriction does not apply in the case of motor 
cycles used for naval, military or air force purposes while being 
driven by persons for the time being subject to the orders of a 
member of the armed forces of the Crown.
